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YOUNG  WORKERS  ARE  ON  THE  MOVE!  BUILD  THE  Y.C.L.!

The  need  for  building  and  strengthening  the  Y.C.L.  should 
be  obvious  to  all.  This  is  especially  true  If  we  make  an 
analysis  of  the  recent  strikes,  particularly  in  New  York  City, 
as  well  as  other  actions  that  the  party  has  initiated.  We, 
saw  in  the  strikes  that  the  young  workers  constituted  a  very 
large  percentage  of  the  strikers.  We  saw  also  their  militancy 
in  the  strikes  as  well  as  in  other  actions.  We  know  that 
at  the  recent  U.  S.  Congress  Against  War  the  youth  not  only 
had  a  large  representation,  but  they  played  a  very  important 
role  in  the  Congress.  All  of  which  leads  us  to  one  conclusion, 
namely,  that  the  youth  are  receptive  to  our  message  and  are 
ready  for  organization. 

In  approaching  the  youth  we  reach  a  strata  of  the  work- 
ing class  that  is  least  poisoned  by  social  democratic  traditions. 
They  can  immediately  become  an  important  factor  m  all 
work  since  we  have  only  the  problem  of  teaching  them  our 
methods  and  not  like  with  many  of  the  adult  workers  where 
we  have  to  break  down  their  old  conceptions  before  we  can 
teadh  them  our  new  methods.  This  is  very  important  in  con- 
nection with  our  task  to  carrying  out  the  recent  Open  Letter. 
An  important  question  we  must  always  have  in  mind, 
based  on  the  experiences  in  other  countries,  is  that  if  we 
continue  our  isolation  from  the  masses  of  youth  and  fail  to 
lead  struggles  for  their  needs,  they  may  become  a  potential 
base  for  massi  fascist  organization.  If  we  reach  them  with 
our  militant  programs  of  immediate  demands,  as  well  as  our 
revolutionary  way  out  of  the  crisis,  they  can  be  won  to  the 
revolutionary  movement. 

Our  party  has  the  task  of  understanding  the  problems 
of  the  youth  and  on  the  basis  of  this  understanding  raising 
their  grievances  and  demands  in  every  bit  of  work  we  do. 
We  must  break  with  the  old  approach  of  a  few  general 
=logans  and  demands  and  concretely  put  forth  slogans  and 
demands  that  the  youth  will  understand  and  rally  to.  If  we 
do  this  properly  we  lay  the  base  for  building  a  mass  YXU, 
In  connection  with  this  we  must  make  very  serious  efforts 
not  only  to  involve  the  youth  in  all  our  campaigns,  struggles 
and  actions,  but  also  draw  them  into  the  leadership  of  all  our 
organizations  and  actions. 

We  must  constantly  keep  our  eyes  open  for  active  young 
workers  with  the  object  of  recruiting  them  into  the  Y.C.L. 
In  the  meantime,  on  the  basis  of  our  past  work,  every  Party 
comrade  must  know  of  at  least  one  young  worker  from  a 
shop     trade   union,   mass   organization   or   block   who   can   be 


approached  for  joining  the  Y.C.L.  Our  present  recruiting 
campaign  must  be  made  a  recruiting  campaign  for  the  Y.C.L. 
as  well  as  the  Party.  Recruiting  must  be  done  especially 
from  our  points  of  concentration  and  our  most  important  trade 
unions. 

.  Every  shop  nucleus  in  a  shop  where  any  substantial 
number  of  young  workers  are  employed,  should  immediately 
set  itself  the  task  of  building  a  Y.C  L.  nucleus  in  the  particu- 
lar shop  by  taking  the  question  up  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  shop  nucleus.  At  this  meeting  each  comrade  should 
report  about  the  young  workers  he  knows  in  the  shop  and 
then  the  shop  nucleus  as  a  whole  should  decide  upon  three 
or  more  young  workers  to  concentrate  on  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  them  into  the  Y.C.L.  and  thereby  establishing  a 
Y.C.L.   nucleus   in  the   shop. 

Let  us  get  away  from  the  abstract  handling  of  this 
question,  the  putting  forth  of  abstract  slogans  and  concretely 
take  up  the  question  on  the  basis  of  what  is  said  above.  In 
this  way  we  will  really  build  a  mass  Y.C.L.  for  which  the 
Favty  has  the  main  responsibility. 


Criminal    Negligence.

Why  do  Communists  participate  in  election  campaigns?  We  take 
advantage  of  every  opportunity  that  the  capitalist  class  gives  us  for 
bringing  the  program  and  demands  of  our  Party  before  the  masses.  It  is 
in  the  election  campaign,  and  at  times  of  elections,  that  the  masses  think 
most  strongly  in  terms  of  government.  Filled  with  the  notion  that  they, 
the  workers  and  farmers,  elect  the  government,  they  determine  for  them- 
selves what  is  most  essential  for  their  welfare. 

To  be  sure,  their  thinking  is  not  only  influenced  but  in  the  main 
dictated  by  the  propaganda  and  other  influences  exerted  by  the  capitalist 
class  through  the  press,  movie,  radio,  church,  etc.  Nevertheless,  concid- 
ering  that  their  vote  is  supposed  to  be  secret,  the  masses  are  filled  with 
the  idea  that  "democracy"  is  full-fledged,  and  they,  the  masses,  deter- 
mine that  "democracy".

Example  of  Bolshevik  Work  in  Czarist  Duma 


"The  struggle  at  Lessner's  fac- 
tories (St.  Petersburg)  was  the 
most  striking  event  in  the  work- 
ingclass  movement  of  1913.  The 
Party  was  intimately  concerned 
in  it.  .  .  . 

"During  the  struggle  about 
18,000  rubles  were  collected — the 
largest  sum  ever  collected  during 
a  strike.  All  money  was  first  sent 
to  the  Duma  fraction  .  .  .  and 
regularly  acknowledged  the  re- 
ceipt of  all  donations  in  Prav- 
da.  .  .  . 

"With  the  growth  of  the  move- 
ment, the  connections  of  our  frac- 
tion (in  the  Duma)  with  the 
masses  became  closer.  During  the 
Duma  summer  recess,  as  during 
the  other  intervals,  the  deputies 
returned  to  work  in  the  regions 
from  which  they  had  been  elected 
and  I  alone  remained  in  St.  Peters- 
Durg  ...  to  perform  the  work 
which  was  usually  divided  among 
our  six  deputies. 

"Workers  would  call  on  me  to 
ask  all  sorts  of  questions,  especi- 
ally on  pay-days  when  money  to 
aid  strikers  was  brought.  Each 
worker  who  came  with  a  contrib- 
ution asked  many  questions. 

"1  had  to  arrange  to  supply  pass- 


ports and  secret  hiding  places,  for 
those  who  became  'illegal,'  help 
to  find  work  for  those  victimized 
during  strikes,  petition  ministers 
on  behalf  of  those  arrested,  or- 
ganize aid  for  exiles,  etc.  Where 
there  were  signs  that  a  strike 
was  flagging,  it  was  necessary  to 
take  steps  to  instill  vigour  into 
the  strikers,  to  lend  the  aid  re- 
quired and  to  print  and  send  leaf- 
lets. Moreover,  I  was  constantly 
consulted  on  personal  matters. 

"There  was  not  a  single  fac- 
tory or  workshop,  down  to  the 
smallest,  with  which  I  was  not 
connected  in  some  way  or  other. 
Often  my  callers  were  so  numer- 
ous that  my  apartment  was  not 
large  enough  for  them,  and  they 
had  to  wait  in  a  queue  on  the 
staircase.  Every  successive  stage 
in  the  struggle,  every  new  strike, 
increased  these  queues  which 
symbolised  the  growing  unity  be- 
tween the  workers  and  the  frac- 
tion and  at  the  same  time  further- 
ed the  organization  of  the  masses."

One  year  of 
the  N.R.A.  with  its  complete  failure 
as  far  as  the  conditions  and  rights 
of  the  masses  are  concerned!  This 
year,  with  more  than  li/2  years  of 
Roosevelt,  it  is  easy  to  explode  the 
idea  of  the  "good  man"  personified 
by  Roosevelt,  who  is  still  considered 
as  somewhat  of  a  messiah  by  the 
masses,  supposedly  fighting  for  the 
"forgotten  man"  against  the  chisel- 
lers,  the  die-hards  among  the  ca- 
pitalists etc.  This  year,  after  about 
2y2  million  workers  have  gone  out 
on  strike,  after  the  workers  on  relief 
jobs  and  the  unemployed  have  put', 
up  militant  battles,  after  tip*  Ne- 
groes have  shown  such  splendid 
examples  of  fighting  spirit — and 
particularly  after  the  federal,  state, 
and  local  governments  have  shoton 
their  hand,  the  masses  are  ready  to 
respond — and  are  responding.  This 
is  to  be  noted  in  the  good  meetings 
in  all  parts  of  the  country  where 
the  Communist  Party  had  not  yet 
penetrated.

rHERE  is  deep  significance  for  today  in  the  fact  that

^n  Lenin,  founder  of  the  Soviet  Power  which  at  this 
ifflient  is  liberating  the  world  from  the  menace  of 
fazism,

re  are  expressing  the  understanding,  now  general  ameng 
he  American  people,  that  the  destinies  of  these  two  coun- 
ties are  intertwined,  that  close  and  ever  closer  relations 
f  cooperation  inevitably  arise  from  the  deepest  of  eom- 
lon  interests. 

At  this  moment  the  common  interests  of  the  United 
tates  and  the  Soviet  Union  are  expressed  in  the  goal  of 
ictory  over  Hitlerism.  When  the  Axis  is  destroyed  that 
»mmon  interest  will  lie  in  the  reconstruction  of  a  world 
rder  in  which  peoples  can  peacefully  work  out  their  own 
estinies. 

Achievement  of  victory  over  Hitlerism  is  the  supreme 
>mmon  task  today.  In  the  name  of  Lincoln  and  Lenin 
e  devote  all  our  capacities  to  that  goal.

We  must  be  profoundly  dissatisfied,  however,  with  the 
contribution  which  our  country,  the  United  States,  has  so 
far  made  to  winning  victory  in  1943. 

The  Conference  at  Casablanca  gives  us  promise  that 
Amerjca's^might.wJIl  be  thrown  soon,  into,  the,  scales,  of ^ 
war.    It  is  high  time  that  this  were  so.    Laggards  cannot 
win  this  war;  victory  does  not  come  "at  leisure." 

Hitler  s  Victory  in  Congress 

At  this  moment  when  the  black  clouds  of  doom  gather 
over  Hitler  and  his  armies,  Der  Fuehrer  has  gained  one 
brilliant  victory.  To  our  shame  we  must  confess  that 
Herr  Shicklgruber's  single  victory  was  won  in  the  United 
States,  in  Washington,  in  Congress.  By  a  vote  of  302  to 
94,  the  House  of  Representatives  endorsed  Martin  Dies, 
the  clearest  and  most  consistent  exponent  of  Hitler's 
policies  and  slogans  within  the  United  States. 

If  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  still  an  impor- 
tant policy-making  body  of  our  government,  this  latest 
endorsement  of  Martin  Dies  must  be  looked  upon  as  one 
of  the  most  sinister  threats  to  victory  in  the  war,  and  to 
the  future  of  our  country.  For  Martin  Dies  has  declared 
that  he  hopes  for  the  defeat  of  our  ally,  the  Soviet  Union ; 
he  has  slanderously  denounced  Joseph  Stalin,  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Red  Armies,  as  the  chief  enemy 
of  our  country;  he  has  echoed  all  the  slogans  of  Hitler 
and  promoted  them;  and  now  the  majority  in  Congress 
has  renewed  its  declaration  of  confidence  in  that  same 
Martin  Dies  and  all  he  stands  for.
